MACHINERY AND LABOR.

Dull times recall to Jife many old 
prejudices. . The notiow is again pop- 
ular that machinery is the cause of 
distress among the-laboring classes. 
It is held that many men are from 
time to time thrown out of employ- 
ment by the introduction of new ma- 
chines for savioglabor. Hence come, 
it is said, reduced wages and a les- 
sened demand for labor. This is an 
old fallacy. When those machines 
were invented that enabled England 
t> spin cagton for the rest of the world, 
Erglish workmen raised a hue and 
ery’ against them. The occupation of 
the hand weavers would be gone, they 
said. But the power-looms gave em- 
ployment to a hundred hands where 
two had been spinning cottou befere 
their introduction. To explain the 
relations of labor to machinery it is 
necessary to go below the surface. 
The world’s progress during the last 
one hundred years affords the best 
general proof of the vast benefits which 
mankind owe to machinery. Almost 
all the great labor saving machines 
have cote into use during this period 
—the steam engine about 1780, Stev- 
enson’s locomotive in 1814, and the 
first power-lvuom “was put ‘up in this 
country im 1816. Gladstorie is of the 
opinion that the development made 
within this century is equal to all that 
preceded it since the birth of Christ. 
When man learned to make the forces 

“of nature work for him, a high civili- 
zation became possible. And it is by 
machinery that he is enabled to utilize 
these forces, to borrow energy from 
the universe. With the steam engine 
to make use of the force stored up in 
coal, it was found that a pennd ef 
coal would doas much work as one 
man could in an‘hour of labor. Ten 
pounds of coal, at a cost of three cents, 
will now do the day’s work of a map. 
It was the invention of the steam en- 
gine which ushered ia this great era 
of machinery, Before the days of the 
steam engine, before cotten and woo!l- 
en mills, machine shops and railroads, 
before manufacturing began, what was 
the condition ef the laboring man? 
Fifty years ago, in the United States, 
the workingman:lived between un- 
plastered walls, in an anpainted house. 
His home had ne carpet and his only 
light. was a tallow candle. To-day 
the home of the industrious and sober 
workingman often contains comforts 
and luxuries that only the rich could 
enjoy fifty years ago. Gas and water 
in pipes, books and pictures, a musi- 
cal instrament, carpets, stoves, crock- 
ery—all these the workingman can 
have to-day. Invention and capital, 
working together, are the agencies 
which have breught about these im- 
proved conditiens. The inventor goes 
to the capitalist for means to build 
mills and factories, to make machines, 
to pay workmen. , Without capital 
the inventer ean accomplish nothing; 
and the capitalist must keep this capi- 
tal employed or it will yield him 
nothing. Se, for the sake of the ex- 
pected return upon his investment, 
the capitalist spends his moncy for the 
benefit of labor by setting men at 
work to build mills and factories, to 
make machines and to operate them, 
and so, directly. and, indirectly, he 
gives empleyment to thousands. A 
machine may do the work of a hun- 

. dred men and do it a hundred times 

cheaper than it could be dene by hand, 


sheets. Thus, machinery by making 

goods cheaper, makes the demand for 

them greater, and so adds to the em- 

ployment of labor. The substitution 

vf machinery for hand labor sometimes 

compel men to change their occupa- 

tion. The introduction of machinery 
tends to change the nature of the 
work to be done, but also to increase 
the demand for labor. Bering for oil 
and the consequent cheapness of ker- 
osene threw most of the whalers out 
employment, but for every whaler 
who had to change his jai pasate a 
hundred men have found employment 
in the petroleum oiltrade. It iscom- 
plained that the new agricultural ma- 
chines, the harvesters, mowers, reap- 
ers, etc., have lessened the constant 
employment to thousands, and indi- 
‘rectly to many thousands more. Every 
machine that is made of wood and 
iren gives a stimulous to mining, lum- 
bering and railroading, and indirectly 
gives empleyment to a host of worl:- 
ers in wood and metal. Those self 
binding reapers which save so much 
labor in the harvest geld used last 
year no less than fourteen thousand 
tons of wire for binding, and by re- 
ducing the cogt of harvesting they 
make wheat cheaper, and in this way 
these harvesting machines have les- 
sened the cost of bread throughout 
the world. The U. S. census of 1870 
shows that manufacturing gave direct 
employment te over two million per- 
sous and that their wages amounted 
to $775,584,000 annually. The capi- 
tal invested in manufacturing was 
$21,018,000, and the yearly product 
exceeded in value more than $4,200,- 
000,000. Contrast the condition ef 
the werkmen of this country with the 
condition of the people of China and 
Japan, where little or no machinery is 
used. There, where all work is done 
by hand, life is a struggle for a bare 
existence. Here, the laboring man, 
by the aid of capital invested in ma- 
chinery, can ebtain by mederate labor 
not only the necessaries but most of 
the comforts and luxuries ef life. All 
political economists that machi- 
nery benefits the laboring classes. 
The truth of this view of the subject 
can be shown by proofs innumerable. 
A recent number of the Atlantic con- 
tained an article upon Labor and the 
Natural Forces, from which the fig- 
ures used in this article have been 
taken, and they may be accepted as 
reliable. 


THE BRAVE MURDERER. 


The boys of the Pacific coast will 
all have read by Sunday tbat Ander- 
son died bravely, while Troy Dye was 
very nervous and had fits of vomiting 
on the scaffold. Anderson seemed to 
feel perfectly willing to die, provided 
he could hold up to the last, and this 
sentiment is very taking among certain 
classes. A great deal more importance 
is attached to the manner of the man 
than the sacrifice to justice, which his 
execution is intended to be. For our 
part, it seems very little difference 
whether the big drunken brute, who 
abused his family and murdered an 
innocent man, held up his head and 
bravely said good-bye, or whether he 
weakened like the puking coward who 
died beside him. The main fact is, 
they were hung for murder, and that 
fact should never be lost sight of. No 
bravado or sentimentality should cloud 
the useful lesson. It seems to us that 
the better way to dispose of such mat- 
ters would be to send condemned 
murders to the state prison for con- 
finement and execution, and that the 
custem of publishing the sickning de- 
tails in newspepers be stopped. The 
boys of the country, and the boy men, 
whose minds have never gotten above 
the fighting age, read and study every 
move and every horror which can be 
crammed inte the papers, and they 
are far from profited thereby.
